Mr. Gagatetter estimates that it 


fea-tesa a "good hour"' to make 
every flower and explained eome 
of the mechanics that go into this 
ho4>by. 


He pointed out that h* makes 


and paints the flowers, leaves, 
vines, etc., entirely from memory. 
He added that he learned how to 
make ttie plants by the hit-and- 
miss method with hi* pliers, ham- 
mer, tin snips and paint brush. 


He said that he starts the oper- 


ation by removing both ends of 
the thi can with a can-opener. He 
wan quick to point out that only 
certain tin cans contain the right 
amount of stiffness and flexibil- 
ity- 


He next out* out the welded 


seam and removes the rims with 
the tin snip*. Then he pounds the 
metal out on hi* anvil, cuts out 
the desired pattern, shapes it, 
sands it, paints and shellacs it. 


In a complicated flower, such as 


a rose, at least three different- 
sized four-leaf patterns are neces- 
sarv for the completed product.

uean Russia. He also asked that 
his mother in Tennille be informed 
that he is alive. 


The Austrians said Sparks told 


them he was arrested by the So- 
viets in Berlin in 1951. They said 
the 23-year-old American is Sick 
but still is forced to work in the 
woods by the Russians. 


The U.S. Army European head- 


quarters at Heidelberg, Germany, 
listed Sparks, a private, as absent 
without leave from the 6th infantry 
division in Berlin since Dec. 4, 
1951. 


A U.S. Army spokseman in Ber- 


lin said Sparks had escaped with 
two other privates from a West 
Berlin guardhouse. At the tim« 
Sparks was facing a general court- 
martial on charges of being absent 
without leave, stealing money and 
assaulting a cab driver. Thre« 
days after the escape East Ger- 
man Communist authorities said 
the trio had sought political asy- 
lum.

McrAre Vacation Dining 
Enjoyable This Year 
Restaurant 
Selection 
Is the Key 


By KAY SHERWOOD 


When summer travel puts the 


family on the road, enjoy your va- 
cation from cooking and dishwash- 
ir.g- to the hi!:. Eatlr.g out should 
be a treat for the family. Some- 
times it isn't. Sometimes the res- 
taurant is dirty or the food ter- 
rible. And other timea the kids (in- 
spired by some demon > put on a 
public performance that frazzles 
your nerves and ruins the meal. 


I don't pretend to have a handy 


cure-all for behavior problems, nor 
a sure-fire way to divine which 
restaurant will be clean, and serve 
good food at a reasonable price. 
But here are a few tips based 
on personal experience, talks with 
other homemakers and with res- 
taurant management representa- 
tives at the recent Cnicago conven- 
tion of the National Restaurant As- 
sociation. 


More restaurants are catering 


to the needs of young children, ac- 
cording to \V. H. Hutchison, man- 
ager of the hotel divsion of Inter- 
national Silver, who numbers some 
of the nation's largest chains as 
w e l l as individual restaurants 
among his customers. 


Special Gimmicks 


You're more apt to find eating 


places this summer that will offer 
special gimmicks 
to keep the 


youngsters happy. Colorful place 
mats, bibs, masks, comic books, 
mandy treats, junior-size service 
and special children's-plate menus 
ere some of the lures. 


In my book, another boon, is the 


Increasing number of eating places 
along major highways which are 
equipped to pack a simple carry- 
out lunch, in disposable containers. 
This enables the family to set up 
a picnic in a nearby town park or 
along the roadside where young- 
sters can exercise car-weary mus- 
cles. 


From restaurant managers ex- 


perienced in catering to family 
diners comes the advice to relax. 
Don't expect miracles of good 
table manners from small young- 
sters. Your own tensions can trig- 
ger poor behavior in restless chil- 
dren. 


Second, they ask us to cooperate 


whenever possible in using special 
chairs provided for youngsters. 
Scoop the baby into the highchair 
yourself. The waitress can, but this 
may frighten a baby in strange 
surroundings. 


Be Patient 


Don't insist on being seated im- 


mediately. Sometimes, managers 
say, a three or four-minute wait 
permits you to be seated where 
placement of highchair or junior 
chair is safer and more conveni- 
ent. Or you'll be seated at a sta- 
tion served by a waitress skilled in 
handling children. In some cases, 
it works better if one parent ar- 
ranges for the table while the oth- 
er walks the youngsters outdoors 
until seating time. 


Restraining young children from 


leaving the table is difficult but 
necessary, especially in a crowded 
restaurant. A toddler is out of the 
eye range of fast-moving waitress- 
es carrying loaded trays. 


Other tips gleaned from travel- 


ing families: Carry bright plastic 
picnic spoons and forks with you 
for young- children to use. These 
are easier to handle than stand- 
ard-sized silver, and diop on the 
floor with less frequency. Assign 
older children to help cut up the 
meat and butter the bread for the 
younger ones. Ask the waiter, es- 
pecisHv on the jigplmg diner, to 
fill milk glasses half full and to 
remove unneeded glassware and 
silver. 


If yr»u suspect a tiresome wait 


for service, engage the kids in con- 
versation as pohtely as you would 
a dinner guest, to kepp minds oc 
cupied. Use your homemaking- in- 
tuition to judge a restaurant. If the 
floor is littered, uniforms soilec 
and service chipped or bent: if 
greasy odor= hansr in the air. eith 
er leave or eat as sparingly a~ 
possible. Cleanliness may not be

CHICAGO — World War II and 


Korean conflict veterans will find 
it easier to get GI loans to pur- 
chase farms on which there is a 
home or to construct or improve 
farm houses under a new law 
signed by the President. Robert 
D. Beer. Va's Illinois manager an- 
nounced today. 


The new law increases the Vet- 


erans Administration guaranty of 
GI farm loans made by private 
lenders to 60 percent of the loan 
with the maximum guaranty of S7.- 
500 on the following three types of 
loans:

S4,- 


1. For the purchase ot a farm on 


which there is a farm residence to 
be occupied !>y the \eteran as his 
home. The guaranty would cover 
not only the farm and residence 
but include all other buildings 
vhich are considered as part of the 
realty. 


2. For the construction of a farm 


residence to he occupied by the 
•eteran on land ounccl by the vet- 
eran. In the case of a veteran who 
vants to build a residence on his 
arm on which theie is an indebted- 
iess secured by a lien asainst the 
and. the GI loan with the increased 
guaranty can be used to liquidate 
that hen if the indebtedness does 
not exceed the reasonable value 
of the land. 


5. For the repair, alteration or 


improvement nf a farm residence 
owned by the. veteran and occupied 
by him as his home. Such repairs, 
alterations and improvements must 
protect or improve the basic liv- 
ability or utility of the farm resi- 
dence. 


Law Equalizes 


Mr. Beer said the new law puts 


the three types of farm loans on 
a parity with GI home loans — 
both of which now carry the 60 
percent up to ST.oOO guaranty. 


The guaranty on GI loans for un- 


improved farms or for the repair 
of farm buildings other than the 
lesidence itself will remain the 
same — 50 percent of the loan 


with a maximum guaranty o 
000. 


The guaranty of farm non-realty 


loans for such things as stock, feed, 
seed, and equipment remains at 
50 percent of the loan with a maxi- 
mum guaranty of 52,000. 


Mr. Beer said that while maxi- 


mum guarantees are set by law, 
the amount of the loan obtainable 
by a veteran depends on the poli- 
cies of the lender.

'When the syrup no longer 
runs off the spoon in a steady 
stream, but separates into two dif- 
ferent lines of drops which "sheet" 
together, stop the cooking. The 
jelly stage has been reached. 


The characteristics of a good 


jelly: It should hold its shape when 
removed from container and when 
cut. It quivers when moved and 
has the fruit flavor characteristic 
of its kind. It is tender, clear and 
translucent.
